Artists’  original  sketches,  essays  of  issued  and  unissued  designs,  proofs,  reprints  and 
even  stamps  overprinted  with  the  word  ‘specimen’  have  always  evoked  a keen  interest 
among  specialists  of  single-country  collections.  In  fact,  even  general  collectors  fall  for 
them  and  those  w'ho  do  rarely  miss  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a few  from  their  favorite 
countries  to  enrich  their  collections.  It  cannot  he  denied  that  nothing  adds  more  to  the 
value  of  an  ordinary  collection  than  a display  of  an  item  or  two  not  easily  available  or 
commonly  found  in  other  collections.  Artists’  original  sketches  are  items  not  easily 
available  at  a collector’s  command.  In  many  cases  they  cannot  be  obtained  for  love  or 
money  or  for  both.  Similarly,  essays  of  early  first  issues  of  almost  all  countries  are  not 
easily  obtainable.  If  at  all  obtainable,  there  are  so  few  that  they  cannot  go  round  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  all  collectors,  particularly  when  more  and  more  collectors  are  becoming 
specialists  of  one-country  collections,  and  need  these  essays  to  begin  their  collections. 
After  all,  the  essay  stage  is  the  cradle  period  of  a stamp  issuing  country. 

Indian  essays  and  proofs  have  remained  for  more  than  five  decades  a side-line  of 
Indian  philately,  which  has  not  yet  been  fully  explored!  For  the  first  time,  in  1927,  a 
serious  attempt  was  made  by  the  late  Sir  E.  D.  Bacon,  C.  V.  O.,  to  bring  some  order  into 
the  chaotic  mix-up  Indian  essays  and  proofs  were  proving  to  Indian  specialists.  In  a 
brochure  of  twenty-four  pages  published  in  that  year,  he  made  a bold  attempt  to  classify 
them,  but  a perusal  of  the  brochure  created  more  confusion  in  the  minds  of  collectors 
than  ever  before.  A later  attempt  was  made  by  Messrs.  Robson  Lowe  Ltd.,  the  pub- 
lishers of  the  Encyclopaedia  of  British  Empire  Postage  Stamps,  in  its  Volume  III,  the 
Empire  In  Asia,  published  in  1951.  This  work  sought  to  give  a chronological  list  of  the 
Indian  essays,  proofs,  reprints  and  specimens.  If  a careful  study  of  the  list  of  six  pages 
is  made,  the  collector  once  again  finds  himself  on  the  easy  road  to  Bedlam  if  he  should 
attempt  to  get  together  a collection  adopting  the  list  given  in  this  Encyclopaedia.  In  fact.

only  a few  months  back  an  American  specialist  wanted  to  make  a special  trip  to  Britain 
to  talk  it  out  with  the  publishers  on  this  matter,  but  from  his  letter  it  appeared  to  me 
that  he  was  more  determined  to  shoot  the  person  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  the 
list  rather  than  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  publishers! 

In  1945,  I acquired  a valuable  collection  adjudged  the  finest  holding  of  Indian  essays 
and  proofs  existing  in  the  world.  This  collection  plus  a few"  choice  and  unique  items  in 
my  ow"n  albums  made  my  task  easy  in  completing  my  notes  on  the  subject.  Further,  an 
opportunity  w"as  afforded  to  m.e  to  see  the  Royal  collection  at  Buckingham  Palace  on  IVIay 
27,  1949,  by  the  kindness  of  Sir  John  Wilson,  Bart.,  the  Keeper  of  the  Royal  collection. 
The  matchless  collection  of  early  Indian  essays  and  proofs  proved  to  me  a gold  mine  of 
information  and  education  in  this  group,  and  the  notes  taken  dow"n  by  me  on  this  memor- 
able occasion  are  now^  put  together  and  presented  in  this  article  for  the  benefit  of  other 
collectors. 

The  most  mysterious  part  of  Indian  essays  and  proofs  is  provided  by  some  equally 
mysterious  printings  made  in  Calcutta,  at  times  unofficially  to  produce  a large  number  of 
reprints  that  cannot  be  accounted  for.  There  are  dated  reprints,  undated  reprints,  sheets 
that  bear  no  comparison  in  the  formation  of  the  actual  sheets  issued,  etc.  etc. — a few"  of 
the  headaches  that  are  presented  to  a collector  w"ho  wants  to  specialize  in  Indian  essays 
and  proofs.  The  existence  of  a good  number  of  India  1854  essays  and  proofs  is  due  to 
unknow’n  mysterious  printings  in  1890  and  1894!  There  are  no  official  records  to  reveal 
the  reasons  of  such  printings.  In  1905  additional  prints  were  taken  by  the  Government 
of  India  to  illustrate  the  famous  w"ork  of  Hausburg  cn  Indian  stamps.  These  w"ere 
follow"ed  by  more  prints  in  1916  and  as  late  as  1922!  The  last  twm  printings  were  done 
under  the  following  circumstances: 

Up  to  1916,  the  original  copper-plates  and  lithographic  stones  that  were  used  for 
producing  India  1854-55  essays  and  stamps  were  in  the  possession  of  the  Survey  of  India 
Office,  Calcutta.  There  were  four  copper-plates  and  nine  lithographic  stones.  In  1916, 
the  Government  of  India  bequeathed  all  these  valuable  thirteen  items  to  the  Royal  Phila- 
telic Society,  London.  Indian  philatelists  should  be  really  grateful  for  this  action  on  the 
part  of  the  then  Government,  as  this  has  enabled  the  preservation  of  impressions  of  these 
priceless  treasures  w"hich  w"ould  surely  have  been  lost  to  collectors  if  the  copper-plates  and 
lithographic  stones  were  left  in  the  Survey  Office,  India,  to  be  ruined  by  negligence.  The

Council  of  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  London,  instructed  Messrs.  Perkins,  Bacon  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  in  September  1916  to  take  out  four  proofs  in  black  on  w'hite  wmve  paper  of 
each  of  these  copper-plates  and  lithographic  stones  before  they  were  defaced.  After- 
wards, these  four  sets  of  proofs  were  distributed  among  His  Majesty  the  King,  The 
British  Museum,  The  Victoria  Memorial  Hall,  Calcutta,  and  The  Royal  Philatelic 
Society,  London,  for  the  Society’s  collection. 

As  none  of  these  four  sets  can  ever  come  in  the  market,  1 wonder  over  the  source  of 
the  guaranteed  genuine  original  proofs  in  black  and  one  in  red  obtained  for  the  collection 
that  I bought  and  which  collection  was  held  in  India  for  more  than  the  last  30  years! 
There  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  the  proofs  are  from  the  original  plates.  Yet  the  defi- 
nite statement  of  Messrs.  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.,  of  printing  only  four  sets  in  black, 
raises  a question  whether  similar  proofs  were  taken  out  in  India  at  the  Survey  of  India 
Office  in  Calcutta  before  these  plates  were  handed  over  to  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society, 
London.  There  is  only  one  collector  in  England,  Charles  Griffiths,  late  of  Calcutta,  who 
can  throw  a light  on  this  most  interesting  problem  and  I wonder  if  he  will  come  forward 
in  the  interests  of  philatelic  history  to  let  us  know  if  my  assumption  is  correct. 

As  on  many  occasions,  American  collectors  who  have  recently  taken  to  collecting 
Indian  stamps  seriously,  have  asked  me  to  provide  them  with  a simplified  list  of  Indian 
essays  and  proofs,  I am  taking  the  liberty  today  to  present  such  a list  in  the  columns  of 
The  Essay-Proof  Journal  at  the  end  of  this  article,  as  I consider  it  to  be  the  best 
media  for  this  kind  of  presentation. 

Indian  essays  begin  with  the  famous  half  anna  essay  of  the  Lion  and  Palm  Tree  de- 
sign, and  after  that,  a maddening  array  of  issued  and  unissued  designs.  I use  the  word 
“maddening”  in  its  truest  term,  because  the  essays  and  proofs  are  found  from  a single 
die,  in  strips  of  6,  7 and  8,  blocks  of  4 to  8,  panes  of  24,  32  and  more,  and  complete  sheets 
of  12  to  96  stamps!  As  if  this  was  not  enough,  some  are  found  with  inscriptions,  viz., 
(i)  Reprints,  S.  1.  O.,  Calcutta,  March  1891;  (2)  Facsimile  copy — 1894;  (d)  Word 
“Specimens”  printed  on  the  back  of  the  stamp  in  several  types!  It  is  not  my  desire  to 
make  matters  more  difficult  for  collectors  by  enumerating  all  the  variations  in  this  article, 
and  therefore,  I am  only  describing  and  illustrating  the  main  items  in  this  group. 

The  “Lion  and  Palm  Tree”  essay  also  comes  in  two  dies.  If  it  was  only  a case  of 
the  two  dies  it  would  not  have  mattered  at  all  to  collectors,  but  this  essay  comes  in  thick 
and  thin  paper,  on  thick  laid  and  on  thin  laid  Batonne  paper,  and  even  on  thick  cards. 
The  originals  come  in  three  colors:  black,  blue  and  vermilion;  but  some  official  who  was 
more  interested  in  making  money  rather  than  create  a supply  for  the  future  generations 
of  collectors,  got  them  printed  in  twenty  different  colors,  with  six  impressions  on  each 
card,  as  illustrated  on  page  74  of  my  handbook  Stamps  of  India.  The  Lion  and  Palm 
Tree  essay  was  followed  by  the  one  anna  value,  known  as  the  Queen’s  Head  with  the 
Gothic  Crown.  This  also  comes  in  different  papers  and  in  many  colors,  the  originals 
being  restricted,  to  the  first  three  colors  as  mentioned  above.  However,  this  essay  was 
printed  in  three  impressions  on  a sheet,  one  impression  being  tHe-beche  to  the  other  two. 
Why  this  was  done,  nobody  knows.  The  only  guess  one  can  make  about  it  is  that  an 
official  vv’as  once  again  interested  in  creating  a se-tenant  variety  with  an  eye  to  make 
more  money!

Now’  let  me  give  here  some  official  background  as  to  how  this  essay  came  into 
existence.  In  1853,  Col.  Forbes,  the  Superintendent  of  Machinery  at  the  Mint  at  Cal- 
cutta, w’as  consulted  in  the  matter  of  producing  stamps  in  India.  He  prepared  the 
design  now’  famous  as  the  “Lion  and  Palm  Tree”.  Col.  Forbes  made  various  experi- 
ments to  multiply  this  single  die  from  the  original  matrix,  but  found  that  it  would  take 
a very  long  time  to  prepare  a satisfactory  “quadruple”  die,  let  aside  the  later  printing 
process.  Therefore  the  “Lion  and  Palm  Tree”  was  rejected,  being  found  unsatisfactory 
for  printing  a large  number  of  stamps.  Thus,  it  became  the  first  Indian  essay! 

This  failure  on  the  part  of  Col.  Forbes  led  the  Government  to  approach  Capt.  H.  L. 
Thuillier,  Deputy  Surveyor-General,  in  charge  of  the  Lithographic  Department  of  the 
Survey  Office,  Calcutta.  Capt.  Thuillier  prepared  three  designs  of  half,  one  and  eight 
annas,  now  know’n  as  Thuillier’s  essays,  as  the  first  two  were  rejected  and  the  last  one 
never  used!  Capt.  Thuillier  had  also  prepared  a head  die  for  4 annas,  now  known  as 
unissued  head  die  essay,  as  the  Queen’s  head  was  considerably  altered  before  it  w’as 
adoptd  for  the  four  annas  stamp. 

In  the  case  of  half  and  one  anna  also,  the  designs  w’ere  considerably  altered  before 
they  were  adopted  for  the  issue  of  stamps.  As  the  demand  for  issued  stamps  had 
increased  considerably,  and  as  there  appeared  a particular  demand  for  a high  value  stamp 
to  pay  the  then  prevailing  high  rate  of  postage,  two  designs  for  a new  tw’o  anna  value 
W’ere  prepared  by  Capt.  Thuillier.  Both  the  designs  were  rejected  and  they  again  earned 
the  nomenclature  of  two  anna  essays  of  unissued  designs. 

Captain  Thuillier  submitted  the  first  half  anna  and  one  anna  designs  for  the  approval 
of  the  authorities  on  February  22,  1854.  soon  as  the  designs  were  approved.  Captain 
Thuillier  began  experiments  for  printing  them.  Ow’ing  to  the  climatic  conditions  he 
experimented  serious  difficulties,  particularly  as  defects  rapidly  developed  in  the  litho- 
graph stones  themselves.  How’ever,  he  was  finally  successful  in  printing  three  hundred 
treble  sheets  or  nine  hundred  single  sheets  in  English  vermilion  color  of  the  half  anna 
value.  As  under  Government  instructions  the  distant  post  offices  w’ere  to  be  supplied  first 
Avith  the  new^  stamps  as  soon  as  printed,  the  wdiole  lot  of  nine  hundred  sheets  of  the  half 
anna  red,  “with  9^2  arches”  w’as  sent  to  Bombay  by  a steamer  on  April  5,  1854.  There 
W’ere  120  stamps  to  a sheet,  tw’elve  row’s  of  ten  stamps  each.  This  stamp  is  the  famous 
S.  G.  I [and  Scott  i],  listed  as  “prepared  for  use  but  not  issued”. 

By  this  time,  the  supply  of  English  vermilion  ink  w’as  exhausted,  so  Capt.  Thuillier 
began  experiments  in  the  use  of  a similar  color  ink  obtained  locally.  The  results  proved 
disastrous.  As  he  did  not  succeed  with  this  color,  Capt.  'I'huillier  continued  experiments 
w'ith  ordinary  printing  ink  and  w’ith  refined  indigo  and  obtained  very  satisfactory  results. 
After  these  successful  experiments  with  new  colors,  it  was  also  decided  to  have  a new’ 
engraving  on  a copper  plate  of  the  die  to  ensure  a permanent  design.  With  this  view’, 
the  work  w as  entrusted  to  an  Indiari  artist,  N umerotleen,  who  produced  the  die  in  a similar

design  as  the  first;  yet  it  differed  considerably  in  details.  As  soon  as  it  was  learned  that 
the  half  anna  design  was  to  be  altered,  a telegram  was  sent  to  Bombay  not  to  issue  the 
supply  sent  of  the  half  anna  red  with  9^^  arches,  which  were  eventually  destroyed.  Thus 
the  first  Indian  stamp  with  9^2  arches  in  reality  should  have  the  status  of  an  essay  only; 
however,  it  is  listed  in  all  catalogues  as  the  No.  i stamp  of  India! 

Before  I proceed  further,  I believe  it  will  be  very  useful  to  describe  in  short  the 
method  of  printing  adopted  for  the  first  stamps  of  India.  The  stamps  were  printed  by 
lithographic  process.  Those  who  want  to  know  the  details  about  this  process  of  printing, 
are  requested  to  refer  to  the  book.  Postage  Stamps  In  The  Making,  by  Fred  J.  Melville 
and  J.  Easton.  For  our  purpose,  a description  of  the  general  procedure  will  be  more  than 
sufficient : 

(a)  The  design  of  the  stamp  was  carved  on  a copper  die  in  reverse  position; 

(b)  The  design  was  then  transferred  to  a special  paper; 

(c)  From  this  paper,  the  design  was  transferred  to  the  stone  by  means  of  a special 
greasy  ink; 

(d)  The  stone  was  then  wetted  and  colored  with  greasy  ink; 

(e)  A sheet  of  watermarked  paper  was  pressed  against  the  surface  of  the  stone  to 
get  the  print  of  the  stamp; 

(f)  The  processes  mentioned  in  (d)  and  (e)  above,  were  repeated  every  time  a sheet 
was  printed. 

For  this  article  I may  mention  that  the  essays  and  proofs  of  the  first  Indian  half  anna 
stamp  are  mostly  found  in  slightly  changed  designs  from  those  finally  printed.  The  first 
essay  proof  exists  with  the  corners  of  the  i anna  stamp,  in  black,  blue  and  red,  with  or 
without  the  word  “Specimen”  overprinted  on  the  back.  Another  essay  of  the  half  anna 
exists  with  issued  corners  but  it  comes  only  in  red  and  with  the  word  ‘Specimen’  over- 
printed on  its  back,  a single  letter  of  the  word  ‘Specimen’  on  each  stamp. 

The  one  anna  essay  proof  exists  of  die  I and  die  III  on  different  kinds  of  papers  in 
black  and  red.  It  also  exists  with  the  word  “Specimen”  overprinted  on  each  stamp  on  its 
back  in  small  letters. 

The  two  anna  essays  exist  in  two  colors  for  the  unissued  square  and  octagonal 
designs,  namely,  in  green  and  in  red  on  different  papers.  The  issued  design  of  2 annas 
exists  in  green  and  in  several  trial  colors;  the  latter  are  very  scarce.  It  also  exists  with 
a trial  perforation  in  issued  color  only. 

The  4 annas  value  is  a formidable  group,  both  in  essays  and  proofs  and  in  original 
stamps.  The  first  essay  in  this  value  is  of  the  unissued  head  die  with  or  without  wavy 
lines  and  rosettes.  The  issued  dies  are  found  in  three  different  settings — wide  setting 
with  wavy  lines  and  rosettes  in  blue  or  red  ; medium  setting  and  close  setting.  The  latter 
two  settings  can  only  be  distinguished  when  in  pairs  in  the  case  of  proofs.  The  4 annas 
value  exists  with  and  without  the  word  “Specimen”  overprinted  on  its  back  in  two 
different  sizes. 

Iffie  8 annas  value,  viz.,  Thuillier’s  essay,  which  was  not  issued  at  all,  comes  in  two 
designs,  one  with  a frameline  surrounding  the  head  and  the  other  without  framelines. 
This  value  also  comes  with  the  word  “Specimen”  overprinted  on  its  back. 

With  the  above  background  outline  on  Indian  essays  and  proofs,  the  collectors  will 
be  able  to  follow  the  following  check  list  prepared  in  a simplified  form:

1917  Issue  of  Lincoln  Postal  Card“UX28 

In  1913,  at  the  time  the  U.  P.  U.  agreement  wrought  a change  in  color  used  for 
domestic  cards  from  red  to  green  (UX26  replacing  UX23)  consideration  was  given  to  a 
new'  design  to  replace  the  one  then  in  use,  which  had  never  been  deemed  especially  satis- 
factory owing  to  its  overly  heavy  and  too  ornate  appearanc.  A die  w'as  made,  showing 
Lincoln  facing  to  the  right,  but  this  portrait  was  deemed  even  less  desirable  than  the 
design  then  current,  and  w'as  immediately  rejected.  (The  origin  of  this  die  has  never 
been  satisfactorily  proved.  It  does  not  show  on  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing,  and  it  is  therefore  assumed  to  be  the  product  of  a private  engraving  com- 
pany. A suggestion  that  it  was  engraved  by  the  Maurice  Joyce  Engraving  Co.,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  is  quite  possible,  but  unsubstantiated  by  any  available  proof.)  With  this 
die  rejected,  the  proposed  change  was  temporarily  abandoned  and  the  project  held  in 
abeyance  until  late  in  1916,  at  w'hich  time  the  Post  Office  Department  ordered  a new'  die 
from  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  based  on  a new'ly  approved  design,  featuring 
a portrait  of  Lincoln  facing  to  the  left.  During  December  1916  and  January  1917  the 
engraving  of  Miscellaneous  Die  number  9084  took  place,  w'ith  Marcus  W.  Baldwin 
engraving  the  portrait  of  Lincoln,  and  Edward  M.  Hall  adding  the  lettering,  numerals  and 
frame.  A transfer  roll  from  this  die  made  subject  plates  which  w'ere  turned  over  to  the 
Government  Printing  Office  during  February,  with  production  of  cards  using  this  design 
starting  in  Ylarch  1917. 

In  August  1937  a duplicate  master  die.  Miscellaneous  Die  number  14036,  w'as  made 
by  roll  from  Miscellaneous  Die  number  9084  and,  acting  under  the  instructions  of  Post- 
master General  James  A.  Farley,  this  duplicate  die  was  delivered  to  the  Government 
Printing  (Dffice  on  August  26,  1937,  w'here  electrotype  subject  plates  w'ere  made  from  it

As  in  the  case  of  other  long  lived  cards,  numerous  shades  of  ink  and  card  stock  are 
to  be  found  in  this  issue,  all  of  which  were  within  the  tolerance  limits  that  prevailed  on 
the  dates  of  the  various  printings,  although  these  limits  were  changed  on  several  occasions 
during  the  approximately  thirty  five  years  this  card  was  issued.  These  cards  were  issued 
printed  by  flat  bed  press  only,  first  in  sheets  of  36  (4x9)  and  later  in  sheets  of  44  (4x11), 
but  were  made  available  to  the  public  either  as  singles  or  as  sheets  of  18  (2x9)  in  the 
earlier  period  and  later  in  sheets  of  20  (4x5).'*

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J 917^1918  War  Time  Postal  Rates— UX29  and  UX30 

As  a direct  result  of  World  War  I,  Congress  passed  the  Act  of  October  3,  1917, 
which,  among  other  taxes  imposed,  increased  the  rate  on  domestic  postal  cards  to  2-cents 
effective  November  2,  1917.  ^'his  allowed  very  little  time  for  making  the  required  dies 
even  though  some  work  had  been  done  prior  to  October  in  anticipation  of  the  passage  of 
such  an  act.  During  August  a die  was  made  at  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing 
which  consisted  only  of  a portrait  of  Jefferson.  This  die  was  never  completed,  since  no 
border  or  lettering  was  added.  Nor  was  the  portrait  approved  as  satisfactory.  The 
situation  was  further  complicated  by  the  production  schedule  at  the  Bureau,  which  was 
already  filled  to  overflowing  with  wartime  demands  on  its  services,  and  which  would  not 
permit  the  insertion  of  additional  work  to  make  a postal  card  die  in  time  to  meet  pro- 
duction requirements.  In  order  to  comply  with  production  needs  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment was  again  forced  to  turn  to  private  engraving  companies,  and  an  order  was  issued 
to  the  Maurice  Joyce  Engraving  Co.  of  Washington,  D.  C.  As  a pattern,  either  a pull 
made  from  the  rejected  portrait  of  Jefferson,  or  the  engraving  itself,'^’  was  used  in  con- 
junction with  an  approved  sketch  of  a proposed  border,  somewhat  similar  to  that  used  in 
the  preceding  i-cent  design  (UX27)  although  the  denomination  and  name  label  were 
changed.  This  die,  having  unclear  lines  in  the  portrait,  is  easily  identified  by  the  left  basal 
ends  of  the  figures  “2”  which  end  in  points,  and  is  usually  refererred  to  as  “Die  i” 
(UX29).  On  October  6,  1917,  the  Bureau  assigned  plate  numbers  11151  to  11390, 
inclusive,  to  240  hard  rolled  copper  plates  produced  by  Joyce  for  printing  the  first  issue 
of  the  new  2-cent  domestic  (No.  9)  postal  cards.  The  Government  Printing  Office  ex- 
perienced considerable  difficulty  with  these  copper  plates  on  the  high  speed  rotary  presses, 
and  in  December  1917  the  Bureau  assigned  plate  numbers  11391  to  11450  and  11455  to 
1 1594,  both  inclusive,  to  200  electrotype  plates  along  with  plate  numbers  11675  to  11679, 
inclusive,  to  one  “pattern  plate  formed  in  five  subjects”,  all  of  which  were  to  be  “made  and 
used  by  the  Government  Printing  Office  in  preparing  No.  9 2-cent  postal  cards”.  This 
would  clearly  indicate  the  die  made  by  Joyce  had  been  turned  over  to  the  Government 
Printing  Office.  From  this  point  on  this  die  seems  to  be  lost  since,  contrary  to  the  order 
that  all  dies  be  turned  over  to  the  custody  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  for 
safekeeping,  this  particular  die  was  never  so  deposited  and  the  Bureau  has  no  record  of 
its  present  whereabouts.  However,  the  plates  made  from  this  missing  die  are  recorded  as 
being  destroyed  at  the  Government  Printing  Office  on  February  8,  1918. 

As  rapidly  as  their  schedule  would  permit,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing 
began  work  on  a new  master  die,  known  as  Miscellaneous  Die  number  9519.  The  por- 
trait of  Jefferson  for  this  die  was  engraved  during  the  latter  part  of  October  and  early 
November  by  Marcus  W.  Baldwin,  and  also  during  November  the  lettering,  numerals 
and  border  were  engraved  by  Edward  M.  Hall.  This  die  not  only  had  a much  clearer 
portrait,  but  is  easily  identified  by  the  small  balls  which  form  the  left  basal  ends  of  the 
figures  “2”.  This  is  generally  called  “Die  2”  (UX30).  Two  hundred  steel  printing 
plates  from  this  new  die  were  made  at  the  Bureau  and  were  delivered  to  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office  during  January  1918,  and  since  they  were  designed  to  work  on  the 
high  speed  presses,  they  were  immediately  placed  in  service  and  the  Die  i (UX29)  elec- 
trotypes were  retired  from  use. 

Owing  to  the  small  demand  for  the  No.  5 (“library  size”)  card,  none  of  this  size 
were  actually  issued  in  the  2-cent  denomination,  although  a die  had  been  prepared  for  this 
purpose.

Although  it  was  necessary  to  issue  vast  quantities  of  this  new  denomination  card  in 
order  to  fill  the  country’s  immediate  requirements  as  quickly  as  possible,  production  proved 
enormously  difficult  for  the  Government  Printing  Office  for  the  entire  three  months  dur- 
ing which  the  Die  i (UX29)  subject  plates  were  in  use,  prior  to  the  Die  2 (UX30)  sub- 
ject plates  becoming  available.  Neither  the  rolled  copper  plates  produced  by  Joyce  nor 
the  electrotype  plates  produced  in  the  Government  Printing  Office’s  own  plant  worked 
well  on  the  high  speed  presses,  due  probably  to  the  fact  the  design  was  never  very  clear 
on  the  original  die.  When  subjected  to  rapid  press  work  there  w’as  a distinct  tendency  to 
smear  or  blur  the  portrait  of  Jefferson.  In  numerous  efforts  to  overcome  this  propensity 
considerable  experimentation  took  place  in  the  use  of  inks  having  varying  components, 
blends  of  various  inks,  and  even  the  use  of  additives  in  varying  amounts.  No  adequate 
solution  was  ever  found,  and  as  soon  as  the  Die  2 (UX30)  subject  plates  became  avail- 
able no  time  was  wasted  in  changing  over  the  presses.  However,  all  this  experimentation 
had  resulted  in  a large  number  of  shades  of  ink  on  the  cards  produced,  most  of  which 
blended  gradually  from  one  to  the  next.  Some  of  the  more  distinctive  are  listed.*

Following  the  termination  of  World  War  I,  the  i-cent  postal  card  rate  was  restored 
effective  July  i,  1919,  and  UX27  was  again  placed  in  use.  This  resumption  of  the  former 
rate  caused  a residue  of  an  immense  quantity  of  2-cent  domestic  postal  cards  (UX29  and 
UX30),  variously  estimated  to  number  from  100  million  to  160  million.  Most  of  these 
were  in  postoffices  or  distribution  points  scattered  around  the  country,  although  a large 
number  had  been  purchased  by  commercial  users  and  were  printed  but  still  unmailed. 
I'hese  users  wanted  and  were  entitled  to  an  adjustment  on  their  cards.  This  situation, 
when  combined  with  the  impractical  aspects  of  discarding  or  destroying  vast  quantities  of 
cards,  rendered  the  only  solution  to  be  one  of  surcharging  all  unused  stock.  In  order  to 
avoid  excessive  transportation  charges  and  the  complicated  bookkeeping  that  would  be 
required  to  handle  these  cards  from  a single  location,  especially  those  already  printed  for 
commercial  firms,  the  Post  Office  Department  adopted  a surcharging  method  consisting 
of  dies  that  fitted  the  canceling  machines,  thus  permitting  the  work  to  be  done  in  hundreds 
of  different  postoffices.  Even  this  method  presented  complications,  since  some  canceling 
machines  were  Universals,  while  others  were  International  Flyers.  An  essay  showing 
a proposed  surcharging  die  for  use  in  a canceling  machine  was  drawn,  and  a sample  can- 
celing machine  die,  made  by  Universal,  was  sent  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  it  was 
tried  out  on  a small  number  of  cards.

The  original  plan  to  have  the  figure  “i”  and  the  word  “CENT”  in  a single  line  was 
rejected  in  favor  of  a design  having  the  figure  “i”  above  the  word  “CENT”  and  45  can- 
celing machine  dies  were  prepared  in  this  amended  form,  of  which  34  were  designed  for  use 
in  Universal  machines,  and  ii  for  use  in  International  Flyers.  These  were  assigned  to 
various  cities,  and  were  later  transferred  from  one  city  to  another  as  needed,  where  they 
were  used  to  surcharge  such  2-cent  domestic  postal  cards  as  chanced  to  be  available,  with- 
out regard  to  whether  or  not  the  cards  were  Die  i (UX29)  or  Die  2 (UX30).  These 
45  dies  were  individually  made  by  hand  and  contain  marked  differences  which  permit  them 
to  be  identified  one  from  another.

In  addition  to  the  millions  of  individual  cards,  there  were  also  a large  number  of 
uncut  sheets  of  48  (4  x 12),  both  in  the  various  distribution  centers  and  in  a number  of 
the  larger  postoffices.  Since  these  could  not  be  run  through  the  canceling  machines  without 
the  labor  of  first  cutting  them  into  single  cards,  it  was  decided  to  surcharge  these  by 
press  printing  the  entire  sheet  at  one  time.  These  full  sheets,  involving  no  commercially 
printed  items,  were  accordingly  sent  to  either  the  Washington  or  the  San  Francisco  plants 
of  the  Government  Printing  Office,  where  surcharges  intended  to  resemble  those  used 
in  the  canceling  machines  were  applied.  These  surcharges,  also  differing  between  them- 
selves, were  applied  to  both  UX29  (Die  i)  and  UX30  (Die  2).

With  so  many  dies  being  transferred  from  postoffice  to  postoffice,  and  being  handled 
by  so  many  clerks,  it  was  but  natural  that  many  irregularities  would  occur.  Hence, 
surcharges  are  found  in  multiples,  inverted  in  the  lower  left  (caused  by  inserting  the  card 
in  the  machine  wrong  side  up)  which  error  was  sometimes  corrected  and  sometimes  not, 
and  even  the  surcharge  inverted  on  the  stamp  (caused  by  inserting  the  die  upside  down  in 
the  canceling  machine,  possibly  only  on  the  Universal).  Even  the  press  printing  surcharge 
was  applied  twice  on  a single  sheet.  These  were  mistakes  made  by  clerks  at  one  city  or 
another  quite  unintentionally,  and  some  of  these  mistakes  occurred  at  many  cities.  But 
the  supervision  in  many  locations  was  not  strict,  and  postal  clerks  had  a tendency  to  do 
“favors”  for  collectors  by  running  such  cards  as  were  submitted  to  them  through  the 
canceling  machines.^  Surcharges  can  be  found  applied  on  many  different  issues  of  cards,

1926  Issue  of  McKinley  Interiniatioitial  Card=-UX37 

On  October  i,  1925,  the  International  postal  card  rate  to  most  countries  was  in- 
creased to  3 cents,  and  in  order  to  meet  this  requirement  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  produced  a die  in  this  new  denomination.  This  die  was  a composite  affair,  with 
the  portrait  of  McKinley  as  engraved  by  Marcus  W.  Baldwin  in  1906  being  transferred 
by  roll  during  September  1925  from  Miscellaneous  Die  number  6669, to  Post  Office  Die 
number  746.  The  frame,  numerals  and  certain  lettering  were  added  to  this  latter  die 
during  October  1925  by  Edward  M.  Weeks,  but  the  lettering  around  the  portrait,  and  the 
label  ends  were  carefully  omitted. Also  during  October  1925  a transfer  roll  made  from 
this  incompleted  die  made  Post  Office  Die  number  745  and  to  the  latter  the  necessary 
additional  lettering,  etc.,  was  added  by  Edward  M.  Weeks  and  William  B.  Wells.  This 
die  was  completed  during  November  1925  and  subject  plates  using  this  design  were  turned 
over  to  the  Government  Printing  Office  during  December.  No  essays  or  proofs  of  this 
card  are  known.

a new  design  postal  card.  This  increase  had  been  recommended  for  several  years  and 
the  proposal  had  been  pending  in  Congress  for  a quite  appreciable  period  before  being 
enacted.  In  anticipation  of  Congressional  approval  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing 
had  made  a die  based  upon  a design  by  Charles  R.  Chickering,  using  a portrait  of  Benja- 
min Franklin.  Work  on  this  die,  Miscellaneous  Die  Number  16531,  started  in  April 
1950,  at  which  time  Matthew  D.  Fenton  began  engraving  the  portrait.  The  lettering  of 
the  inscription  “THIS  SIDE  OF  CARD  IS  FOR  ADDRESS”  was  transferred  by  roll 
from  Miscellaneous  Die  number  9519,  being  the  work  of  Edward  M.  Hall.^“  The  balance 
of  the  stamp  itself,  consisting  of  the  frame,  lettering  and  numeral,  were  engraved  by  Axel 
W.  Christensen.  The  die  was  finally  completed  in  August  1951,  the  project  having  been 
held  in  abeyance  from  April  1950  to  June  1951.

1952  Issues  of  Revalued  Cards— UX39  to  UX42 

The  change  in  rate  from  ic  to  2c  left  many  millions  of  unused  ic  cards  unsold  in  the 
postoffices  and  distribution  centers  throughout  the  country  and  revaluation  was  again 
resorted  to,  the  alternative  of  affixing  additional  stamps  being  both  expensive  and  annoy- 
ing, as  w’ell  as  being  impractical  for  certain  large  users.  The  revaluing  was  done  by 
tickometers  produced  by  the  Pitney-Bowes  Co.,  with  38  machines  being  used  and  trans- 
ferred from  city  to  city  as  needed.  More  than  650  million  cards  of  UX27  design  were 
revalued,  of  which  over  250  million  were  in  full  sheets  and  were  surcharged  by  printing 
press  with  a revaluation  die  made  to  resemble  closely  the  Tickometer  dies  used  on  the 
single  cards.  Similarly,  more  than  ten  and  three  quarter  million  of  the  Lincoln  “library 
size”  (UX28)  cards  were  revalued,  of  which  about  three  and  three  quarter  million  were 
in  sheet  form  and  were  revalued  by  press  printing.

No  proofs  of  either  tickometer  or  press  printing  dies  have  been  reported,  and  only  the 
revalued  cards  are  known.  The  Tickometer  overprints  applied  in  green  (35  i/i  dim 
deep  green)  are  known  on  all  varieties  of  UX27  issued  since  about  1927,  and  were  applied 
in  one  of  several  positions:  horizontal  surcharge  to  left  of  stamp  (normal),  vertical  sur- 
charge to  left  of  stamp,  and  vertical  surcharge  below  stamp.

The  press  printing  revaluation  of  full  si  eets  of  both  UX27  and  UX28,  as  UX41  and 
UX42  respectively,  took  place  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  plants  at  Washington, 
D.  C.,  Chicago,  111.,  New  York,  N.  Y.  and  San  Francisco,  Calif.  Although  the  design 
of  the  surcharge  is  very  similar  to  that  used  by  the  Tickometers,  only  a comparatively  few 
such  cards  w^ere  revalued  in  the  same  colcr  of  green  ink  (35  i/i ) and  most  were  revalued 
in  a much  darker  green  ink  (35  k/o  dark  green),  A few  sheets  of  the  Jefferson  card 
(UX41)  were  issued  in  error  with  surcharge  applied  inverted  in  the  lower  left  corner.

of  Ormsby’s  Proposed 
for  Bank  Notes 


By  Julian  Blanchard,  Ph.D. 


A sample  note  (lesig:ned  and  engraved  by  W.  L.  Ormsby  to 
illustrate  the  main  features  of  bis  proposed  new  system. 


In  the  concluding  installment  of  the  reprint  of  Ormsby’s  book  on  Bank  Note  Engrav- 
ing which  appeared  in  the  April  1938  issue  of  the  Essay-Proof  Journal  (Whole  No.  58), 
there  was  presented  the  author’s  ideas  on  a new  style  of  bank  note  which  he  claimed  would 
be  hard  to  counterfeit.  The  main  requisite  he  specified  was  a single  design  that  wmuld 
cover  the  entire  face  of  the  note,  in  place  of  the  multiplicity  of  small  vignettes  and  counters 
utilized  in  the  “patchwork”  system  then  in  vogue.  For  distinctiveness  it  was  suggested 
that  “Every  Bank  would  have  an  entire  design  for  each  denomination,  suitable  to  the  name 
of  the  Bank,  and  its  locality.”  Under  this  system  the  counterfeiter  wmuld  be  confronted 
wfith  a much  more  difficult  problem.  Instead  of  being  able  to  procure  the  necessary  com- 
ponents as  used  in  the  old  system,  either  by  counterfeiting  them  one  by  one  or  by  purchasing 
good  engravings  once  used  by  defunct  banks  (or  by  defunct  engraving  companies),  he 
would  now'  be  compelled  to  copy  the  w'hole  of  the  intricate  engraving  on  the  new  style 
note,  which  he  w'ould  most  likely  be  unable  to  do. 

To  illustrate  his  proposed  scheme  Ormsby  referred  to  two  examples  of  magazine 
engraving  wffiich  happened  to  be  at  hand,  those  showm  in  his  Plate  13,  as  being  of  the 
nature  of  what  he  had  in  mind.  These,  as  stated,  w'ere  not  designed  expressly  for  his 
purpose,  it  being  inferred  that  lack  of  time  prevented  the  engraving  and  inclusion  in  the 
book  of  a sample  bank  note  according  to  his  specifications. 

The  present  w'riter  is  now'  able  to  supply  an  illustration  of  such  a specimen.  This 
shows  what  purports  to  be  a one  dollar  note  of  the  New'  York  City  Bank.  Actually  there 
w'as  no  such  bank,  the  name  being  chosen  arbitrarily.  At  the  extreme  left,  reading  up, 
it  bears  the  imprint,  Engd.  by  If  . L.  Ormsby,  N.  Y.  / Secured  by  application  for  patent. 
Along  the  top  edge,  in  letters  too  small  to  be  legible  in  our  illustration,  there  is  a copy- 
right notice  by  the  bank  itself  instead  of  by  the  engraving  company,  another  of  the  requi- 
sites of  Ormsby’s  new  plan,  this  reading  as  follows:  F^ntered  according  to  Act  of  Congress 
in  the  year  18 by  the  New  York  City  Bank  in  the  Clerk’s  Office  of  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict of  New  York.  ITis  gives  us  the  year  of  its  engraving,  the  year  after  the  publica- 
tion of  his  book. 
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The  design  chosen  for  this  specimen  is  a variation  of  the  arms  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  with  some  additional  engraving  at  the  ends — tepees  and  Indians  at  the  left,  a marine 
view  at  the  right — all  taking  up  practically  the  whole  area  of  the  note.  The  name  of  the 
bank  and  the  denomination  are  so  interwoven  in  the  design  that  it  would  be  virtually 
impossible  to  make  alterations  in  these  particulars.  The  only  trace  of  the  old  patchwork 
system  is  the  superposition,  in  the  lower  right  hand  corner,  of  the  state  Bank  Department 
seal,  a requirement  at  that  time  for  all  New  York  banks. 

Upon  studying  this  example  it  would  seem  that  the  plan  proposed  by  Ormsby,  had  it 
been  generally  adopted,  might  well  have  reduced  the  enormous  amount  of  counterfeiting 
then  going  on.  It  is  to  be  recorded,  however,  that  his  scheme  met  with  little  or  no 
response  and  his  one  man  campaign  apparently  went  for  naught. 

The  source  of  the  accompanying  illustration  is  a photograph  in  the  writer’s  collection. 
The  original  was  discovered  in  the  Print  Room  of  the  Library  of  Congress  in  Washing- 
ton some  years  ago,  at  which  time  the  photograph  was  secured.  This  had  lain  unnoticed 
and  forgotten  until  interest  aroused  by  the  reprinting  of  Ormsby’s  book  accidentally 
brought  it  to  light.

In  his  Essays  for  U.  S.  Adhesive  Postage  Stamps,  Brazer  (1941,  pp.  102-103)  lists 
two  essays  for  the  15c  Webster,  the  second  comprising  six  sub-varieties.  Almost  immedi- 
ately thereafter  he  published  a number  of  addenda  to  his  book,  first  in  The  American 
Philatelist  (1942-1947)  and  later  in  the  Essay-Proof  Journal  (1948-1955).  These 
supplemental  papers  are  rather  difficult  to  follow  because  they  are  scattered  through  many 
numbers  of  those  periodicals,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  they  have  not  yet  been  incor- 
porated into  a second  edition  of  Brazer’s  valuable  work.  However,  each  has  been  ex- 
amined and  no  further  reference  to  essays  of  the  15c  Webster  has  been  found  except  a 
few  additional  color  varieties  (1942,  p.  393;  1943,  p.  818;  1944,  p.  136). 

Since  Brazer’s  death  his  reference  collection  and  stock  of  the  15c  Webster  have  been 
examined  through  the  kindness  of  Norman  Serphos  of  New  Rochelle,  New  York.  I'his 
study  has  revealed  three  apparently  unrecorded  essays  for  this  stamp,  which  Brazer 
undoubtedly  recognized  and  would  have  published  hut  for  his  untimely  death. 

In  accordance  with  the  system  of  numbering  and  lettering  employed  in  the  Essay  cata- 
logue, these  new  items  would  be  placed  ordinarily  between  152E-BC  and  152E-Bd  so  that 
only  I52E-Bd  and  I52E-Be  would  be  renumbered.  How’ever,  a study  of  the  entire  listing 
of  this  stamp  in  the  catalogue  has  raised  certain  doubts  concerning  the  correct  sequence 
of  these  essays,  so  a new'  listing  incorporating  the  three  items  presently  to  be  described 
and  a few'  additional  colors  listed  in  the  aforementioned  supplements  will  be  proposed  at 
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the  end  of  this  paper.  For  the  present  the  old  numbers  and  letters  following  152E-BC  and 
I52E-Bd  will  be  relettered. 

I52E-Bd  (new).  The  letters  F and  T of  FIFTEEN  are  separated  by  a thin,  col- 
ored line.  There  are  weak  areas  in  the  design  that  were  later  strengthened.  Seen  in 

brown  (Fig.  i). 

152E-Be  (new).  The  letters  F and  T of  FIFTEEN  are  separated  by  a wider,  col- 
ored line.  The  weak  areas  are  as  in  the  preceding.  Seen  in  carmine  (Eig.  2). 

I52E-Bf  (new).  The  previous  item  corrected  by  hand  so  as  to  strengthen  the  weak 

areas  and  darken  Webster’s  whiskers.  Seen  in  purple  (Fig.  3).  This  essay  resulted 
probably  in  I52E-Bg  (renumbered)  and  I52E-Bh  (renumbered). 

If  one  will  examine  closely  the  large  illustrations  of  the  die  proofs  of  the  15c  Web- 
ster, both  National  and  Continental,  that  were  illustrated  by  the  present  author  (1957a, 
Figs.  I and  2*),  or  better  still  the  die  proofs  themselves,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a 
small  dot,  probably  a layout  dot  at  the  four  corners  of  the  design.  These  are  placed  as 
follows:  the  one  in  the  lower  left-hand  corner  is  between  and  joins  the  first  two 
vertical  lines  of  the  design;  the  other  three  are  at  the  end  of  the  first  vertical  line  in  the 
upper  left  corner  and  at  the  end  of  the  last  vertical  line  in  the  upper  and  lower  right  cor- 
ners, all  three  touching  but  slightly  outside  of  the  design.  Particular  attention  is  called 
to  the  one  in  the  lower  left-hand  corner  because  it  has  been  mistaken  for  a secret  mark 
on  the  Continental  stamps.  Flowever,  since  this  dot  is  identical  on  both  National  and  Con- 
tinental die  proofs  and  on  National  and  Continental  plate  proofs  on  India,  and  is  more 
or  less  prominent  on  all  National,  Continental  and  American  stamps  and  on  card  proofs 
from  the  Continental  plate,  the  fallacy  of  such  a conclusion  is  perfectly  obvious. 

All  of  these  die  layout  dots  were  taken  up  on  the  transfer  roll  and  thence  entered 
on  the  plates  (National  Plate  ^20  and  Continental  Plate  ^31).  There  was  no  change  in 
the  transfer  roll  that  was  used  by  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company,  the  secret  mark 
having  been  made  on  the  Continental  die  which  apparently  was  never  used  to  make  a 
transfer  roll.  As  a result  of  wear  and  re-entry,  these  layout  dots  changed  somewhat  in 
appearance,  shape,  and  size. 

To  one  whose  study  has  been  restricted  to  the  15c  Webster  stamps,  and  who  does 
not  appreciate  the  importance  of  studying  essays  and  proofs,  the  foregoing  facts  appear  to 
be  incomprehensible,  hut  they  are  appreciated  by  students,  such  as  Perry  (1958)  and 
Sloane  (1958).  Both  of  these  authors  saw  at  a glance  that  the  dot  in  the  lower  left- 
hand  corner  was  not  a secret  mark  and  they  were  convinced  that  the  true  secret  mark 
appears  only  on  the  Continental  die  proof  and  not  on  any  impressions,  proofs,  or  postage 
stamps,  as  was  pointed  out  a short  while  ago  by  the  present  author  (1957a,  I957t>*)- 

It  has  been  observed  above  that  the  15c  Webster  essays  listed  in  Brazer’s  catalogue 
do  not  appear  to  be  arranged  in  chronological  order,  but  for  what  reason  is  not  apparent, 
since  in  the  introduction  thereto  Brazer  states  that  “An  effort  has  been  made  to  arrange 
chronologically  and  number  the  essays  ....’’  Certainly  the  date  “1873”  under  item 
152E-BC  should  read  1870,  because  all  essays  must  have  been  completed  before  the  die  had 
been  proved  or  the  transfer  roll  and  plates  were  made.  This  work  must  have  been  fin- 
ished before  April  12,  1870  when  the  first  15c  Webster  stamp  is  recorded.  Brazer  prob- 
ably had  some  reason  for  using  that  date  (1873)  since  it  is  repeated  also  under  the  ic,  2C, 
3c,  6c,  7c,  I2C  and  30c  values,  but  that  reason  is  not  apparent. 

Even  after  allowing  for  the  above-mentioned  typographical  error  of  date,  if  such  it  be. 
it  is  evident  that  152E-BC  should  follow  and  not  precede  1 52E-Bd— 1 52E-Bf  which  are 
dated  April  15,  1870,  again  a somewhat  impossible  date.  The  correct  sequence  for  listing 
these  essays  is  established  from  an  examination  of  Webster’s  whiskers,  which  are  heavier 
(darker)  in  152E-BC  than  in  I52E-Bd  and  are  similar  to  those  appearing  on  the  die  proofs, 
plate  proofs,  and  the  stamps.  Actually  1 52E-BC  should  be  numbered  I52E-Bd,  and  the 
latter  152E-C  because  it  is  a corrected  vignette.  As  a result  of  such  changes  and  the

In  the  July  1954  issue  ot  the  Essay-Proof  Journal  (^43),  Dr.  C.  M.  Jephcott,  an 
outstanding  authority  on  Canadian  essays  and  proofs,  illustrated  and  described  the  “ap- 
proved” design  illustrated  herewith.  Since  then  it  has  been  discovered  that  there  was  an 
earlier  essay  differing  slightly  from  the  one  written  up  in  1954,  and  also  illustrated  in 
Holmes'  Cat.  of  B.  N.  A. 

The  original  essay,  like  the  approved,  was  itself  a plaster  plaque  prepared  by  the 
artist,  the  late  Emanuel  Hahn,  R.  C.  A.,  of  Toronto,  Canada.  This  original  design 
differed  from  the  approved  design  in  two  main  characteristics:  (i)  the  original  had  a very 
graceful  script  monogram  “GR”  placed  below  the  Crowm  in  the  upper  right,  and  (2)  each 
of  the  maple  leaves  in  the  lower  corners  had  an  attractive,  slender  fleur  de  lis  super- 
imposed thereon.  Both  of  these  features  w’ere  removed  in  the  approved  design. 

Dr.  Jephcott  pointed  out  that  these  models  were  prepared  by  the  artist  in  the  summer 
of  1951,  and  that  the  approved  design  w^as  purchased  by  the  Post  Office  Department  in 
November  1951.  Quoting  from  the  earlier  article,  “It  is  probable  that  it  would  have  been 
used  for  postage  stamps  in  1953  if  the  sudden  death  of  His  Majesty,  King  George  VI 
in  Eebruary  1952  had  not  resulted  in  the  discontinuance  of  further  development.” 

Actually  the  work  had  progressed  beyond  the  plaster  plaque  stage.  In  April  1952, 
just  two  months  after  the  death  of  King  George  VI,  the  Canadian  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment sent  a display  to  the  Canadian  Philatelic  Society  convention  and  exhibition,  held  in 
London,  Ontario.  This  exhibit  contained  a number  of  artists’  drawings,  photos  and 
progress  prints.  Among  them  was  a trial  color  print  in  postage  stamp  size  of  the  ap- 
proved design  essay  illustrated  herewith.  This  had  been  prepared  by  the  Canadian  Bank 
Note  Co. 
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If  the  earlier  practice  was  followed,  such  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  essays  pre- 
pared for  the  proposed  King  Edward  VIII  issue,  then  all  models,  dies  and  proofs,  except- 
ing one  model  preserved  for  the  archives  at  Ottawa,  were  destroyed.  Today  the  only 
material  available  to  the  collector  of  essays  and  proofs  of  Canada,  as  relates  to  this  pro- 
posed King  George  VI  Issue  of  1953,  are  a few  photographs  made  from  the  plaster 
plaque  models,  or  from  the  trial  color  print  of  the  approved  design.  Even  these  are  rela- 
tively scarce. 

Dr.  Jephcott  in  his  1954  article  stated  that  “The  Canadian  Bank  Note  Company  had 
done  some  preliminary  modelling  work  by  photography  and  hand  retouching  but  no  dies 
were  engraved.”  If  this  be  true,  then  the  so  called  “trial  color  prints  in  postage  stamp 
size”  on  exhibit  at  London,  Ontario  in  April  1952  must  have  been  hand  colored,  retouched 
photos  in  reduced  size. 


Ackerman  and  Eagle  Collections  Now  at  Smitlisonian 

The  Smithsonian  Institution’s  Division  of  Philately  and  Postal  History  has  received 
from  the  Library  of  Congress  two  extraordinary  collections  of  essays  and  proofs  of  United 
States  stamps,  one  formed  by  the  late  Senator  Ernest  R.  Ackerman,  of  Plainfield,  N.  J., 
and  the  other  by  the  late  Clarence  H.  Eagle,  Port  Washington,  N.  Y. 

Under  an  agreement  reached  by  Secretary  Leonard  Carmichael,  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  and  Dr.  L.  Quincy  Mumford,  Librarian  of  Congress,  other  philatelic  materials 
in  the  Library  are  to  be  transferred  to  the  Smithsonian’s  National  Postage  Stamp 
Collection. 

The  Ackerman  collection  contains  three  large  volumes  and  consists  of  die  and  plate 
proofs  of  the  United  States  postage  stamps  from  1847  through  the  Columbian  issue  of 
1893.  Included  are  groups  of  due,  official,  newspaper,  and  special  delivery  stamps. 
Several  interesting  multiple  pieces  are  present,  including  cardboard  and  India  plate  proofs. 
Of  particular  interest  are  imprint  blocks  of  the  1869  pictorial  issue  denominations  and  two 
blocks  of  six  showing  the  cracked  plate  of  the  Franklin  Carrier  stamp.  The  collection 
totals  over  1,330  specimens. 

The  Eagle  collection  of  twenty-four  bound  volumes  includes  essays,  proofs,  color 
trials,  and  progressive  die  proofs  of  United  States  private  proprietary  stamps  of  1864  and 
1883.  Four  volumes  are  devoted  to  essays  and  proofs  of  United  States  postage  stamps. 
The  collection  has  5,455  specimens. 


Canada’s  Wkooping  Crane  Stamp 

The  whooping  crane  is  almost  extinct  despite  efforts  to  prevent  depletion  of  the  exist- 
ing population.  Dr.  William  Rowan  of  the  University  of  Alberta  at  Edmonton,  Canada 
aware  of  the  publicity  value  of  postage  stamps,  carried  on  an  intensive  campaign  to  have 
his  government  issue  a stamp  to  introduce  the  whooping  crane  to  the  general  public,  and 
especially  to  hunters.  After  three  years  of  effort,  he  succeeded,  when  in  1955,  Canada 
issued  such  stamp  (Scott’s  A 150).  Dr.  Rowan  furnished  the  design — a pencil  sketch — 
which  shows  two  of  these  birds  in  flight.  The  stamps  were  intaglio  printed.

1958  Convention 
With  Reports  of  Officers 


President  Gates  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  lo  A.  AI.  at  the  Collectors  Club  in  New  York  City, 
on  Sept.  27,  1958.  At  his  direction  the  Secretary  read  the  Convention  Call. 

The  Credentials  Committee,  by  Airs.  Ethel  AIcCoy,  Chairman,  previously  appointed,  reported  that  a 
(luorum  was  present  and  the  President  declared  the  Convention  open  for  business. 

On  a motion  duly  seconded  and  carried,  the  minutes  of  the  1957  Convention  were  accepted  as  published. 

President  Gates  appointed  a nominating  committee.  Airs.  Rae  Ehrenberg,  chairman,  to  report  nomi- 
nations for  the  places  to  be  filled  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 

President  Gates  made  his  report  and  then  called  for  the  reports  of  the  other  officers  and  committees. 
There  follov\ed  reports  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Nominating  Committee  presented  the  following  slate  of  directors  for  the  term  1958-59:  Alessrs. 
Julian  Blanchard,  A.  R.  Fernald,  V.  G.  Greene  and  A.  H.  Higgins. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  and  carried,  the  nominations  were  closed. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  and  unanimously  carried,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  a single  ballot 
for  the  re-election  of  the  four  nominees.  Whereupon  President  Gates  declared  the  four  elected  as  Directors 
for  the  term  1958-1962. 

At  12  Noon  the  Convention  was  recessed  for  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  re-convened  at 
12.15.  The  President  then  declared  that  the  Board  of  Directors  had  re-elected  the  present  officers  for  the 
coming  year  and  handled  all  other  unfinished  business. 

The  Resolutions  Committee,  by  A.  R.  Fernald,  reported  two  resolutions: 


That  thanks  be  given  to  the  Collectors  Club  for  its  hospitality  for  furnishing  us  with 
quarters  and  facilities  for  the  Annual  Convention. 

That  thanks  be  given  to  the  Officers  and  Directors  for  their  diligent  and  efficient  conduct  of 
the  Society’s  affairs  during  the  past  year. 

Thereupon,  on  a motion  duly  carried,  the  Convention  was  adjourned  at  i.oo  P.  AI.

Tihe  Fresidemt^s  Report 

The  affairs  of  our  Society  during  the  past  year  have  made  it  a most  trying  one  for  the  Officers  and 
Directors.  We  have  been  aware  for  a long  time  that  our  annual  income  was  not  sufficient  to  cover  the 
costs.  Fortunately  the  burden  of  this  deficit  had  been  generously  carried  by  a few  members. 

Our  annual  loss  due  to  rising  costs,  reached  a level  which  could  no  longer  be  permitted  if  the  affairs 
of  the  Society  were  to  be  carried  on  in  a businesslike  manner.  It  was  only  just  that  current  e.xpenses  be 
shared  by  the  entire  membership.  The  necessity  of  increasing  our  dues  was  anticipated  at  last  year’s  con- 
vention. You  will  recall  a resolution  was  then  passed  recommending  to  the  Board  that  action  be  taken 
on  this  matter. 

The  Directors  took  such  action  only  after  a great  deal  of  consideration;  and  of  the  Society’s  members 
who  voted  on  the  increase  in  dues,  an  overwhelming  majority  gave  their  support.  It  is  also  gratifying  to 
know  that  many  who  did  not  vote  also  favored  the  rise  in  dues. 

We  have  lost  a number  of  members  who  for  various  reasons  did  not  approve  the  rise  in  dues.  While 
this  is  to  be  regretted,  the  Board  is  to  commended  for  pursuing  the  only  course  of  action  that  could 
insure  the  continued  quarterly  publication  of  the  Journ.al. 

To  many  members,  the  collecting  and  studying  of  Essays  and  Proofs  represents  a major  part  of  their 
philatelic  and  numismatic  activities.  This  Society  means  a great  deal  to  them,  not  only  as  a medium  for 
receiving  and  giving  information,  but  for  the  association  it  provides  with  others  sharing  similar  interests. 
Of  no  less  importance,  the  Society  has  given  organization  to  the  collecting  and  study  of  Essays  and  Proofs, 
which  did  not  e.xist  previously. 

1 can  recall  hearing  predictions  that  the  Society  would  continue  only  so  long  as  Dr.  Brazer  furnished 
a guiding  hand.  It  has  been  nearly  two  and  a half  years  since  the  death  of  our  Founder  and  it  is  a tribute 
to  his  memory  that  these  forecasts  have  not  come  true. 

The  Journal  Committee,  the  Advertising  Alanager  and  the  contributors  have  done  an  outstanding 
job  during  the  past  year.  The  Committee  Chairman  assures  us  that  many  Interesting  and  diversified 
articles  are  on  hand  for  future  Journals.  At  no  time  during  my  term  in  office  can  I recall  the  Journal 
being  more  efficiently  managed. 

We  are  aware  of  the  high  regard  the  Society  enjoys  In  philatelic  and  numismatic  circles  everywhere. 
The  Officers  and  Board  Alemhers  are  dedicated  to  maintaining  this  position.  I am  certain  the  entire  mem- 
bership joins  with  me  in  e.xpressing  thanks  and  appreciation  for  all  their  services  during  the  past  year.

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Secretary’s  Report 

This  past  year  has  shown  a total  drop  in  membership  of  63.  The  net  membership  reported  in  this 
Journal  is  347,  a loss  of  72  from  the  high  for  the  year  of  419.  The  real  loss  may  actually  be  more,  for 
only  about  half  of  the  members  have  remitted  their  dues  at  the  time  of  this  report. 

I don’t  want  to  dwell  on  the  matter  of  rising  costs,  for  that  subject  has  already  been  dealt  with  at 

some  length.  Nevertheless  it  is,  perhaps,  the  main  contributor  to  the  difficulties  that  beset  our  Society — 

a difficulty  that  an  increase  in  enrollment  could  easily  alleviate.  The  raising  of  the  annual  dues  has  been 

responsible,  it  seems,  for  a large  number  of  the  resignations.  Though  we  appear  to  be  able  to  continue 

publication  for  the  coming  year,  we  urgently  need  new  members.  If  the  membership,  acting  individually, 
could  interest  other  collectors  to  join  the  Society,  we  could  build  up  the  enrollment  to  the  point  where 
financial  difficulties  would  be  relegated  to  a less  important  position.
